The mouth of the mine 
Is a wreck, and this circum stance, in 
connection with the fire which was 
discovered to be raging inside, pre­ 
vented effectually any attem pt at res­ 
cue of the Imprisoned men.

On account of the violence of the 
explosion,

mine, and the presence of fire, with 
blocked the mouth of the slope, It was 
oot thought there was much chance 
for the men Inside. 
The scene of the explosion Is on the 
Pittsburg

railroad. 
Jacob’s Creek Is on the main line of 
the Baltim ore and Ohio railroad and Is 
across the river. It ha forty miles east 
of Pittsburg. 
At 3 o’clock Thursday It was stated 
there were nearer 500 than 400 men In 
th* mine.

Peter s was a moving mass of 
women In black with bare heads, men 
in dress clothes, priests, monies, sold­ 
iers, carbineers, nuns, and cardinals— 
some on foot, others in cabs, many In 
more or less gorgeous private car- . 
riages—all with their eyes fixed on the 
great bronze doors which were porta­ 
ble to the promised spectacle. Those ! 
extraneous to the ceremony gathered 
In special places Inside the Vatican, 
while cardinals, prelates and court per 
soilage* assembled in another hall to 
aw ait the pontiff.

This is a mistake. 
The bird does se 
cure some boney, but its food consists 
mainly of the small insects which fro 
quent the flowers. 
Some of these in 
sects are injurious to the blossom, and 
the tiny bird fulfills a useful function 
in destroying them. That the hummer 
is insectivorous is also shown by its 
habit of catching tiny insects on the 
wing, which is occasionally observed. -

THE GANGES. 


Ancient Legends of the Sacred River 
of the Hindoos. 
From an icy caxern at the foot pf a 
Himalayan snow bed more than 10.000 
feet al>ove the level of the sea issues 
a small stream which becomes the 
mighty Ganges, flowing for 1,500 miles 
through India to the bay of Bengal, 
and of whose course every foot is holy 
ground. 
W ith Mother Ganga. as the pious 
Hindoos reverently call her, no river 
on earth can compare in sanctity. 
The old poem tells us that the heav­ 
enly Ganges flowed from the toe of 
Vishnu and was brought down from 
heaven by the prayers of the saint 
Bhaglratha to purify the ashes of the 
00,000 sons of King ga gam , who had 
been burnt by the angry glances of the 
sage Kaplla. 
Ganga was angry at being brought 
down from heaven, and to save the 
earth from her impetuous rush Riva 
caught the river on his brew' and w i'h 
his m atted locks checkin! its course. 
The legends go on to tell bow the de­ 
scent of the Ganges disturbed the sage 


Artesian Wells. 
The theoretical explanation of the 
phenomenon is easily understood. The 
secondary and tertiary geological for­ 
mations often present the appearance 
of immense basins, the boundary or 
rim df the basin having been formed 
by an upheaval of adjacent strata. 
In 
these form ations it often happens that 
a porous stratum , consisting of sand, 
sandstone, chalk or other calcareous 
m atter, is included between two imper­ 
meable layers of clay so as to form a 
fiat porous IT tu t^ continuous from 
side to side of the valley, the outcrop 
on the surrounding hills forming the 
mouth of the tube.

to the surface of the lake the w ater will
